Canada’s Salt 


Producing Areas * Be Forever Done With Military | 


Bulk of Canadian Salt Output is 
Produced in Ontanio 

Canada last year produced 207,190 
tons of all grddes of salt, of a value of 
$1,359,616, not including packages. 
During the same period 171,858 tons 
of salt was imported, of which 67,941 
tons was for the use of the sea or 
guif fisheries. 

Practically 97 per cent. of the Cana- 
dian sait output is produced in On- 
tarlo in the counties on the south- 
western frontier, where a number of 
substantial industries have been built 
up at Windsor, Sarnia, Sandwich, 
Goderich, Clinton and Kincardine, The 
salt of this district is remarkable for 
its purity, which has been a very fav- 
orable factor in extending its market, 
as also cheapening Its refining. 

The salt beds, of which as many as 
six were passed through by one bore 
hole at Goderich, lie at depths of from 
$00 to 1,800 feet, and some of the beds 
are 100 feet in thickness. The salt is 
recovered by evaporating artificial 
brines produced by forcing water, un- 
der high pressure ,down the bore holes 
to the salt beds and then pumping the 
brine back to the surface. 

Salt springs yielding weak 
are to be tound in many places in 
Nova Scotla and New Brunswick, but 
no commercial use has been made of 


them The first discovery of rock 
salt in the Maritime Provinces was 
made at Mala‘ ish, Cumberland 


County, Nova Scotia, by diamond drill- 
ing in 1918. Mining was commenced 


in 1919, and each year there has been) 


a growing production of rock salt, 
which finds a ready market in the fish 
curing industry Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick. 

A suggestion Frank 
7T. Shutt, chemist of the Dominion ex- 
perimental farms at Oltawa, 
to a considerably increased market for 
Nova salt. Very large 
hay crops are raised in the province, 
particularly on the dykelapds at the 
head of the Bay of Fundy. Dr. Shutt 
suggests that this hay be salt cured, 
a process famillar to the ploneers, 
but now almost forgotten.

Realizing that 
this would lead to exploration and eventually to colon- 
(zation, he set off to Quebec to make arrangenients, 
the Indians sending out their scouts. Before he 
returned from Quebec, the Indians growing impatient 
set out with Father Le Caron and twelve French- 
men into what is now the Province of Ontario. Cham- 
plain, with two Frenchmen and ten Indians started 
up the Ottawa to the Mattawa, and joined with the 
Hurons in a war expedition against the fierce tromeoisr 
by means of which Champlain, who was as ent usi- 
astic an explorer as a soldier, discovered Lake Ontario. 
Returning from the wars, Champlain spent Christ- 
mas, 1615, with his friend, Chief Daronta! at Cahiague, 
near where now stands the town of Orillia on Lake 
Simcoe. The gallant gentleman returned to Montreal 
in June, 1616, where he found his friends, the Recol- 
lets, had given up hope of seeing him again. Cham- 
plain’s work as an explorer was now done, but his 
voyages into Ontario opened up the path to the west 
te the miasionary and the trader. 

It is a far cry from the little ship, St. Etienne, 
which set ssi) that day so long ago from France, 
up the St. Lawrence to Quebec, to the giant Canadian 
Pacifie steamship, “Montroyal,” which ene hundred 


missionary and explorer, Samuel de Champlain, near 
| the site of Cahiague, from which little settlement, 
| Champlain started out with his Indian friends on the 
| disastrous expedition against the Iroquois and where 
{he returned with his discouraged allies. 

The bronzes for the monument are colossal in size, 
|the figure of Champlain himself being twelve feet 
| high, of astounding action and vigor. In addition to 
this maig figure are two groups, one, “Christianity” 
representing a Recollet father holding aloft the Cruci- 
fix to the savages (No. 1.) The other is “Commerce” 
and shows the voyageur with a similar pair of Indians 
(No. 3.) The total weight of the bronzes is more than 
nine tons. It is mounted on a pedestal of Benedict 
stone, 30 feet square and 18 feet high, giving the 
monument a total height of 30 feet (No. 2.) 

Mr) Vernon March (No. 4), the sculptor, is an 
interesting figure. He is one of a family of seven 
brothers and one sister, all of whom are artists and 
sculptors. At their studio and workshop, in Farn- 
pods Kent, which formerly was an old post house, 
they do their own casting as well as designing. Mr. 
Vernon March’s work, particularly that for war 
memorials, has won the highest recognition in all parts 
of the Empire and the memorial at Orillia in both 
conception and execution is one of the finest examples 
of his art. Mr. Sydney March, a younger brother, 
crossed on the “Montroyal,” and will assist his brother 
in the erection of the bronzes. 

The late Lord Strathcona was one of the original 
promoters of the monument and made the initial con- 
tribution to the fund, while the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way also contributed to the erection of the monument.

There 
is nothing vague, nor indefinite nor yet inaccurate 
about the information it gives. It errs, if at all, in 
being a trefle too modest. Victoria, ts indeed one of 
the most beautiful cities in the world. but that is not 
all ene can say about,it. It is the capiia! ef British 


Columbia and as such is the centre of the province's 
recreational, industrial, and socia! activities and 
that’s saying a whole lot. Then there’s Vancoover. 
Look at its bathing beach No wonder the citizens 
have built the second finest harbor in the world 
when they have a great and beautiful siah of the 
Pacific Ocean to fling themselves and each other 
into to revive their weary bodies and minds when- 
ever the business of eperating their famous harbor 
becomes burdensome. 

These two cities are linked with each other and 
with Seattle, to the south, by what is known as the 
Triangle Route of steamships of which the Princess 
Kathleen, of the Canadian Pacific Coastal service 
is a member. The ‘Kathleen’ recently made her 
\naugura! trip en this route and is now permancatiy 
im the service,
